General Gaffney writes, in a recent report 
“In many cases the thea- 
ter is granted to its director rent free; in 
others a subsidy is also given. In some | 
cases the cost of the orchestra, the scen- 
ery, costumeg and fhe heating and light- | 
ing is borne by the town. There is great | 
variety in method and in degree, but the 
result is that throughout Germany the 
art of the drama is officially recognized, | 
and the theater is regarded as an essen- 
tial factor in the town’s life, resulting 
in splendid theaters, giving varied classi- 
cal and modern plays throughout the 
German empire.

These agencies, although not official in 
the strict sense nor diplomatic in their 
functions, still carry special weight 


through their relationg to the represe- | 


sentatives of the people in the legisla- 
tive branch of government. 

“To the third class belong all those 
powerful agencies, like the many peace 
societies here represented, which have 
been and are doing such a great work 
in promulgating the ideals of peace and 
arbitration along with more practical 
ideas toward their attainment. 

“It is almost to state a syllogism to 
say that next to national character the 
greatest factor toward peace is true in- 
ternational understanding, and _ that, 
afterdiplomacy, the newspapers play the 
most important part in bringing about 
or retarding such true understanding. In 
the case of the United States, the trye 
understanding of the American people 
and of the true ideals and policies of 
their government is hampered by the 
fact that, in the far east, for example, 
and still more in Latin Americd, almost 
everything bad and nothing good of us 
is reported in some section of the news- 
papers of most countries. 

“T am sure the American people are 
protagonists of peace for a higher reason 
than the economy of disarmament. If 
ever a country could afford armaments it 
is ours. 

“War springs from the human heart, 
not from the arsenal; and the human 
heart, rather than the archives of diplo- 
matic engagements, is still the ,only 
ultimate sure abode of peace.” 

President Taft, in opening the con- 
gress on Wednesday afternoon, declared 
that in his opinion one of the evidences 
of the advancement of the peace move- 
ment in the world was the fact that 
all state departmenis, ali foreign chan- 
céllors, are now organized into agencies 
for the promotion .of peace by negotia- 
tion. 

“The state department at Washing- 
ton,” said the President, “has no more 
important or absorbing duty than to 
lend its good offices to the 20 republics 
of this hemisphere to prevent their vari- 
ous differences from leading to war. And 
not to go back of this administration 
there have beem four instances in which 
the action of our state department, taken 
in connection with some of the influential 
countries of South America, has abso- 
lutely prevented war, which 20 or 30 
years ago would certainly have ensued.” 

President Taft took occasion, hewever, 
to utter a word of caution to all the 
world against expecting too much from 
the proposed arbitration treaty between 
this country and Great Britain. 

Andrew Carnegie hailed President Taft 
as the leader “who has laid the axe to 
the root of international war.” He de- 
clared that the President had with a 
blast blown down the stronghold of in- 
ternational war, which, he added, “lay 
in the fallacy that nations could not 
submit to arbitration questions affecting 
their honor or vital interests without 
losing their sovereigrty, which only 
meant, however, their fancied dignity; 
the trath being that the nation which 
could not submit any and every question 
was already bereft of sovereignty, which 
means power to do what it pleases. 

Charles F. Thwing, president of the 
Western Reserve University, compared 
the cost of building and maintaining the 
battleships of the nation with the cost 
of building and maintaining the institu- 
tions of higher learning. of the nation.

PORTUGAL’S SEPARATION ACT 
IS NOW EAPLAINED IN DETAIL

(Special Correspondence of 
LISBON—The Dill 
abolishing the state church of Portugal,

Permission will, be given to 
use such cathedrals, churches and chapels 
as may be considered necessary, free of 
charge to the religious associations, but 
only Portuguese clergy who have taken 
orders in Portugal will be granted per- 
mission to conduct the services. Those 
Portuguese clergy who at present hold 
office in cathedrals or parish churches 
will be provided with pensions. 

Five seminaries for clergy are per- 
mitted, but the professors and employees 
of those seminaries as well as the books 
used will be chosen by the state. The 
permission of the government must be 
first obtained before political letters may 
be published. 

The law comprises seven clauses and 
197 articles, and the first clause sets 
forth the fact that liberty of conscience 
is guaranteed by the republic.

EDITORIAL

JoHN JAMES AUDUBON, the world’s most 


eminent ornithologist, was born near New 
Audubon Orleans, La., 131 years ago today; that 1s 
and Bird 


to say, on May 4, 1780. His magnificent 
work, “The Birds of America,” in ten vol- 
; umes, was completed seventy-two years ago. 
Protection That work has been an inspiration to thosé 
who in these later years have seen the birds 
Audubon knew and loved so well disappear- 
ing not only as to number but as to species. 
It has made the name of its author a rally-cry for bird-lovers under 
the auspices of a society that has done good work in the past and 
that promises to do better work in the future for the protection 
and preservation of native and migratory birds the world over. 

Less than twenty-five years ago the Audubon movement was 
regarded by the thoughtless and careless majority as a sentimental 
fad. As it grew it was antagonized by every selfish interest affected, 
or likely to be affected, by the restrictions for which it stood and 
pleaded. The hunter was no less bitter in his opposition to it than 
the trader in plumage. Sympathies of those who should have been 
with it were set against it. The worst enemy it had to contend 
with was public indifference; next to this was public contempt. 
There was a time, strange to say, when to be a pronounced friend 
of the bird was to incur the ridicule and the abuse of people who 
thought such a cause beneath the dignity of manliness and woman- 
liness. 

A great awakening was necessary in order that the mass of 
the people might see the practical side of the question. And it 
came. It came with the rapid disappearance of forest birds, prairie 
birds, field birds, shore birds, sea birds, birds of plumage, native 
and foreign. Within the seventy-odd years since Audubon’s vol- 
umes were given to the world not only have myriads of birds 
been ruthlessly destroyed, but countless species have been 


annihilated. Within a few days we have read the debate in the’ 


House of Representatives in Washington on the disappearance of 
game birds. We have seen that there is a growing sentiment in 
favor of the extreme course of suspending the so-called “‘open sea- 
son” altogether. We have heard it broached by a representative 
from Massachusetts, Mr. Weeks, that Congress should go so far 
as to assume jurisdiction over the birds on the assumption that 
migratory birds have a sufficient relation to interstate commerce 
to warrant federal intervention for their protection. And within 
a few weeks tens of thousands have found in a circular issued 
by the department of agriculture, and in the comments of the press 
thereupon, another reason, and a conclusive one, why action for 
bird protection in the future should be drastic. 

The circular referred to was prepared by W. L. McAtee of 
the United States biological survey. It says, among other things: 
“Throughout the eastern states shore birds are fast vanishing. 
While formerly numerous species swarmed along the Atlantic coast 
and in the prairie regions, many of them have been so reduced 
that extermination seems imminent.” Mr. McAtee goes on to tell 
us that present conditions are so adverse to shore birds that it 
is a wonder that any escape. In both spring and fall they are 
shot’ along the whole route of their migration north and, south. 
They are treated by mankind as if they were enemies, when, in 
truth, they should be welcomed as friends. They are necessary 
to the wellbeing of the human race. Their destruction is wanton 
and inexcusable. 

There is no cause for discouragement, however. The fact 
that the question of bird protection has at length forced its way 
into the halls of Congress is not to be underrated. It carries with 
it the weighty assurance that the country is becoming aroused to 
a realization of the situation. It also carries with it the satisfying 
assurance that the question is now touching the business interests 
of those who have been proof through all these years against moral 
argument., Doubtless the movement had to take this course, and 
doubtless, now that it has taken it, the steps at which the law-making

She greatest factor in the matter in this coun- 
try is public opinion. Without the support of public opinion, such 
a treaty as that proposed would be impossible; with the support of 
public opinion, Great Britain may rest assured that the legal and 
honest operation of the treaty cannot be interfered with or impeded 
at any stage by any other force in the republic.

is a likelihood that arfificial power may be the means of keeping 
the sailing vessel on the seas indefinitely. The tramp steamer has 
been the greatest enemy of the sailing vessel in the past, because 
she may be depended upon in practically all weathers to make a 
speed of eight or nine knots. Under favorable conditions the sail- 
ing vessel can pass the tramp steamer. Sailing vessels have made 
eighteen and twenty knots, and there are many record long-distance 
averages of fifteen knots. But the winds are not always favorable, 
and the sailing vessel is likely to lose toward the end of a voyage 
all she has gained over the tramp steamer’s speed at the beginning. 

Now, what is proposed is that the sails of the merchantman 
be reenforced by the gas engine, as the sails of the fisherman. fre- 
quently are now. No less an authority than Engineering believes 
this innovation to be-not only desirable, but feasible.- The addition 
of an oil engine of sufficient power to make headway under adverse 
winds and to drive the ship along at ‘nine or ten knots an hour 
in calm weather, it says, would prove a great advantage. It 
expresses the hope that the application of the internal combustion, 
engine to sailing vessels may become general “not only because 
o its potentialities for financial success in such ships, but also 
because it affords a further means of establishing in actual work 
the practical success of: the many existing designs of .the heavy 
oil engine.” 

It is held that with sailing vessels there would be no hazard 
in the event of the oil engine failing, and the vessel could be-no 
worse off on the voyage than under present conditions; whereas 
with such an engine in spbstitution for steam machinery on a tramp 
vessel the dangers of complete breakdown would ‘be serious. 

In a way, the application of the oil or gas engine to the sail- 
ing vessel would be simply returning to’the plan of the early ocean 
steamer. For many years ocean steamers were Sailing vessels driven: 
partly by steam. Up to forty years ago every transatlantic steamer 
was full rigged, and carried a complement of- sailors. . The Sails, 
were hoisted in good weathet’ to accelerate the speed of the Steam-"- 
propelled vessel.. As engines became more powerful, sails were’ 
gradually reduced. At length a stagé of development/ was reached © 
where the sails, owing to the increased driving power of the engines, 
would retard rather than expedite the movement ofthe vessel. 
Then the steamer was stripped of its: rigging, and took on the 
appearance it presents today. It is not necessary for the sailing 
vessel's engine to be so powerful, or to be operated continuously. 
It need be called upon to furnish motive power only when the 
winds are adverse or when there is a calm. At al] other times 
the sails may be stretched to catch the breeze, and, with the com- 
bined engine and wind power, the sailing vessel can hold its own 
with the tramp as to speed, and be sailed much more economically, — 

Perhaps in the rehabilitation of the American merchant maririe

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RECENT despatches from London with rela- 
tion to the ‘drafting of the proposed 
Status of unlimited arbitration treaty Saeed ease 
Anglo- Britain and the United States are mislead- 
e ing in that they leave an erroneous impres- 
American sion as to the progress and present status 
of the work. One of .the despatches 
‘ Treaty alluded to predicted that the treaty would 
probably be ready for submission within two 
weeks, and went so far as to outline some 
of the more important provisions. It is quite likely that the con- 
sideration of tentative drafts by the President and cabinet will 
continue until early in June, and, since it seems to be the under- 
standing that the United States shall take the initiative throughout, 
the probability is that the terms of a draft acceptable to the admin- 
istration, and presumably acceptable to the Senate, will be first 
made public, in outline, on this side. 

The point of greatest importance is already settled. This is 
the willingness of the two nations to enter upon such a contract. 
The rest has to do with details. Unquestionable good faith on 
the part of the high contracting parties will lead to agreement as 
to the means by which the desire and hope of the English-speaking 
people of the earth for perpetual peace shall be realized. The drafts 
already considered at Washington propose different plans for carry- 
ing out the prime object of the treaty. It has been proposed, for 
instance, that a permanent court of arbitration be created, to which 
all questions that have failed of. satisfactory solution in regular 
diplomatic correspondence shall be submitted. It has also been pro- 
posed that the Hague tribunal shall be utilized under the terms 
of the treaty, and that the perfecting of the treaty be left to that 
body. In this connection it may be truthfully said that such recog- 
nition as the United States and Great Britain may give the Hague 
tribunal will strengthen that body in the esteem of all other nations 
and the cause of world peace as well. 

The objection that has been raised in+Great Britain to the 
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public man, or any person in whom the community, state or nation 
is broadly interested, there seems to be no argument against the 
publication of the portrait as a proper illustration. On the other 
hand, a freeman’s face would seem logically to belong to him alone; 
in that case, all other things being equal, he alone should determine 
how much publicity ought to be given his features. Disseminating 
a portrait for commercial advertising purposes without the subject's 
permission may be regarded as not only a grave violation of the 
requirements of courtesy, but also a downright trespass against 
individual rights and privileges. 

In the specific case referred to, a Brooklyn woman brought suit 
agamst a concern that used her portrait without authority. Her 
claim was based on the New York statute giving action tor damages 
against individuals, firms or corporations for unauthorized use of 
portraits in advertising. The supreme court of New York and 
the court of appeals upheld the validity of the law, and when thie 
defense brought the matter up on appeal Ghief Justice White refused 
to hear further argument, on the' ground that no federal question 
was involved. But the New York statute had previously been 
declared constitutional, and there the matter rests. It is ta be 
presumed that if other states enacted statutes of a similar character, 
these laws would possess the same validity. The right of the 
individual to consent or decline to allow the use of his portrait for 
commercial advertising purposes might be established if every state 
copied New York’s example. 


AGAIN arises the questién: Can anybody prevent anybody else 
who wants to from wearing a straw hat at a time of year when 
everybady else wants to but ts afraid? The answer that has been 
made at this time of other years stands good. Anybody who wants 
to can wear a straw hat at any time. It is a matter entirely of 
individual taste and responsibility.

There os be enough American enthusiasts. in England to 
support the purposéd organization. But it 1s doubtful whether 
their patronage alone would be sufficient to make the project a pay- 
ing investment. Unless the interest of Britons also could be stirred, 
that of the Americah residents night not prove lasting; the crowd 
is half of what makes a game worth attending. From what. has 
been seen already of attempts to introduce baseball into other 
countries, it is apparent that conditions must have changed greatly 
in some respects to make the prospect a_hopeful one. At times 
even American enthusiasm over the national game has reached so 
low an ebb that the utmost persistence. was all that kept the big 
league teams together. . Still the experience of baseball promoters 
in America may. in late years have -disclosed ways in which to 
popularize the game somewhat in other lands. 

[t will be recalled that the memorable world tour of Adrian 
C. (“Pop”) Anson and his American team more than two decades 
ago would have been a greater fimancial success if people in the 
countries visited had known more about baseball. The Japanese 
have now been: playing the game for several years, and as they 
acquire proficiency their interest increases, and they approach nearer 
tc the time when the game may be placed on a professional ‘basis. 
Japanese universities have made possible the first international base- 
ball matches, except those played between Canadian and American 
teams. Word that a few amateur clubs already have been organ- 
ized in England makes it seem probable that American- residents 
in France and Germany will soon be playing baseball. If cricket 
can obtain a foothold in. America, a campaign of education tnight 
make baseball popular to a greater extent abroad. People must 
understand a sport in order to like it. Teaching may prove costly, 
but in no other way can baseball be raised to am international sport.
